first paragraph: "A mutual engage- 
ment 
to maintain the 
principle 


of equal opportunity for 
the com- 


merce and industry, of all nations" (in 
China and Corea.) 
Throughout all 


those negotiations 'Japan steadfastly 
upheld that principle, and Russia as 
persistently refused "to recognize or 
accede to it. It is hot to be supposed 
that in the coming peace negotiations 
Baron Komura will deny the princi- 
ple which he then so stoutly main- 
tained, even though Russia does now 
demand the establishment 
of 
the 


principle which she then 'refused to 
recognize. 


There seems to be no 
adequate 


ground, therefore, for thinking that 
Manchuria will not be 
restored to 


China, though its', restoration may be 
subject to two or three 
conditions. 


One is, that Japan shall administer 
affairs for a time, until order is fully 
restored after the war.- That would 
be for China's own interest. Another 
is, that Manchuria shall be more fully 
opened, on equal terms, to the com- 
merce and industry of 
all 
nations. 


That, too, would be for China's good, 
and could be reasonably opposed by 
nobody. A third may be that Japan 
shall permanently retain those small 
portions of Manchuria which China 
ceded to her in 1S95, but which Rus- 
sia compelled her to relinquish. If 
Japan should require 
that, 
China 


could not reasonable demur, since she 
fully and formally agreed to it ten 
years ago; nor could Russia object 
to it as a spoliation of China, seeing 
that she made Japan 'relinquish that 
territory to China only that she her- 
self might snatch it from China. ' The 
presumption, is therefore, that Man- 
churia will not prove 
a stumbling 


block in iho Russo-Japanese negotia- 
tions, and that after peace is con- 
cluded it will be disposed of in a 
manner satisfactory to China.

Ezra Meeker is now 
seventy-five 


years old. 
His wife of the pioneer 


days is still living. Sleeker is a man 
of mark In his own country,1 whlcl* is 
the state of Washington! -He lives 
near Tacoma. the metropolis of Pierce 
county, ij] which county lie used to be 
the 
leading citizen because .of 
his 


wealth. He is going back to Iowa this 
Bummer along the old Oregon trail, not 
because he wants to get back east, but 
because he desires to retrace'the trail 
and live over again the experiences of 
a highly romantic, though strenuous 
rmd toilful, era in American history 
and because he wants to write another 
book. 


Ezra Meeker today is a sturdy old 


gentleman, with bushy while hair and 
a gray beard. He'is a small man, light 
of build, and he wears overalls and a 
soft hat. 
His manner is unostenta- 


tious, and his courtesy Is of the old 
time kind. He tells his story modestly. 


Though Mr. Meeker does not say so, 


others say that the little old mail was 
one of the few white raen in the early 
days who won the Indians' confidence, 
and that this enabled him to employ 
them In his hop fields to such profit 
that when the hop lice pest wiped out • 
his earnings in the early" nineties ho 
cad raised for the export trade hops 
that had brought him §500,000. It was 
of the early days that Mr. Meeker 
talked us he sat on u;;Crackor box in 
his tent.

"I was reared in Indianapolis and 


was married there In 1S51," he said. 
"Shortly after our raa'rriuge my wife 


I and I started west In search of laud. 


j We spent the winter at Eddyvillo,-In., 
and the winter was so -cold that wu de- 
! elded to move to Oregon, so we started 


j in tlie spring of" 1832: with the same 


i sort of an outfit as I have with me 
' now. We reached Portland In the fall 
and spent the winter there, and in the 
spring we moved on to Pierce county, 
Wash., where I have lived ever since. 
I guess that's about all." 


And yet Ezra Meeker has written a 


big book of more than 500 pages which 
be calls "Pioneer Reminiscences of 
Puget Sound—the- Tragedy of Leschi." 
The book contains a host of incidents 
which portray vividly the life of the 
time, and the mention of It recalled 
oue of them to tlie author as he snt in 
bis pioneer camp amid the splendors 
of .1905 and the exposition. 


"I saw -in a paper' awhile ago," be 


said, "that the number of people who 
passed over the Oregon trail in .1852 
and ISoO was 2,500." Now, you know, 
that can't bo true. Tho estimate is far 
too low. The trail was blocked a good 
part of the way .with outfits,..and tlie 
suffering was awful, bu't .there must 
have been at least 25,000 who got 
through.

"You 
know a cholera .broke out 


among the emigrants, and 'there wore 
hundreds who died from. it. 
At one 


place wo counted fifty-one graves, 'all 
made 
within a week.\. Our party 


escaped the cholera and fgot through 
without losing an animal or a piece of 
baggage. 


"I remember bow glad we were 


when we got to Tbe Dalles of the Co- 
lumbia, for we thought that then our 
troubles were ended. We piled all our 
baggage on to a big flat'boat, and there 
was hardly any room for passengers, 
but we sat around on the baggage and 
were happy. . One day as we were go- 
ing through a gorge with tlie moun- 
tains rising high on both sides some 
one started singing softly 'Home, 
Sweet .Home.' 
Others took up tbe 


eong, and we ail sang one verse. Then 
wo started the second, but. at the close 
of the second line every oue stopped 
suddenly and we.all cried like babies, 
every one of us."

" Mr. Sleeker expects to continue his 
journey some time this month and 
thinks he can reach Omaha before cold 
weather strikes him. He has with him 
a hired man, who takes care of the 
oxen, and a photographer to take pic- 
tures of the landmarks, with their 
wives to do the cooking. Jtr. Meeker 
Intends to tnke careful notes of the 
trail and to follow it more closely than 
any one else ever has. He says that he 
will transcribe every one of the hun- 
dreds of names carved' or written oc 
Independence rock, the most famous 
landmark of the trail.

the weather bureau follows: 


Although it was excessively hot and 


dry in part oi! the middle Atlantic 
states £,ud Kentucky and Tennessee 
during r,he 
early part of the week 


ended July 24, and these conditions 
also prevailed in the northern 
pla- 


teau region and 011 the North Pacific 
coast, as; a rule temperatures were fa- 
vorable. -Showers delayed work and 
caused some damage to crops in-Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, portions ot" tho 
lower Ohio, central and lower Mis- 
sissippi valleys, Oklahoma and Texas, 
while rain is needed in New England, 
Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, Kansas, 
aud generally throughout the plateau 
district.

Corn in Fine Condition. 


Favorable weather has caused rapid 


growth of corn, and with 'few excep- 
tions the crop is in excellent condition. 
Corn is beginning to need raiu in Kan- 
sas and Alabama, the late needs culti-1 
vation in Arkansas and Kentucky, and 
some was damaged by high winds in 
Louisiana. 


Winter wheat harvesting is nearly 


'completed in 
the 
principal 
wheat 


siates, and thrashing, which is well 
advanced, shows grain of good yield 
and quality in Indiana, Illinois, Mis- 
souri aud Nebraska, with fair yield 
and good quality in Kansas. Rains 
have delayed thrashing ' in Virginia 
and Maryland and caused further darn- 
•age to grain in shock or stack in Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Missouri, Oklahoma 
aii'a Texas. 
On the North 
Pacific 


coast winter wheat is ripening-rapidly 
in Washington, where harvesting is in 
lull progress, and harvesting is gen- 
eral in Oregon, with good yields indi- 
cated. 


Little Damage From Rust. 


Spring wheat has continued to ad- 


vance favorably in the spring wheat 
regions. 
The early sown is headed 


and filling well and the late-sown is 
heading in North Dakota; the early is 
maturing in South Dakota and Wis- 
consin, and the crop is nearly ready 
to cut in Iowa. Although black rust

injury is not "expected".. Complaints 
of smut are received from South Da- 
kota, of red rust in Colorado and 
most fields of North Dakota and of 
some lodging in Wisconsin, while in 
Washington desicating

been injurious to the crop in the! 
filling stage and have caused shrjvel- 
iag. 


In 
the 
principal 
oats-producing j 


states havesting ot this crop is^ well< 
advanced, while in the more northerly j 
districts oats are heading, the early '• 
sown are maturing rapidly and har-! 
vesting will be genera! 'during the j 
coming week. The crop generally is j 
in promising condition, although badly 
lodged in Ohio, and some complaints j 
of lodging are received from Wash- 
ington. 


Although improvement is indicated 


in parts ol' nearly all the cotton states, 
it is neither general nor 
marked. 


While tho slaple has grown rapidly 
and is generally fruiting well in sec- 
tions of Georgia, Alabama, Texas and 
Missouri, complaints of unsatisfactory j 
fruiting are received from the Caro- j 
Unas, Mississippi, Alabama. Tennessee ; 
and Oklahoma, and oi rust or shed- - 
ding from all sections.

ton in localities in Texas, but gener-1 
ally no great damage is reported.: 
The crop is opening In the southern j 
part of the belt, and picking is under 
way in southern Texas. 


Tobacco has made 
rapid 
growth 


and is generally in satisfactory con- 
dition. The crop is weedy and soma 
has been drowned out in Kentucky 
and damaged- locally by rains in Vir- 
ginia' and is poor on light soil in 
Maryland. Topping is in- progress in 
New England and Ohio, and curing 
is becoming general, with good re> 
suits, in North Carolina. 


With the exception of 
Oklahoma, 


Kansas and Wisconsin, adverse 
re- 


ports respecting apples are received 
from all sections. 


Haying has been, delayed by rains 


In Virginia and sections of the Ohio 
valley and considerable damage to hay 
Is reported from Oklahoma, Missouri 
and Southern Illinois. Elsewhere a 
good crop is being secured under fa- 
vorable conditions.
